Labor in the Far West. 

Bayard Veiller begins in the current 
number of Frank Leslie's Monthly a se- 
ries of three articles under the general 
title of “The Laborer’s Hire.’ The pa- 
pers will contain the record of personal 
experiences in a labor camp of the Union 
Pacific railway in Wyoming. 

Mr. Veiller ventured from Kansas City, 
where he had “gone broke.’’ The first 
advice he got while looking for work 
was as to his wearing apparel. 

“Look at your clothes,” said a boss to 
whom he applied. “You'd make a hel! o’ 
a fine teamster in those duds.” 

Later, after he had engaged to go west 
for the Union Pacific at $2 per day and 
board, he was thus admonished in all 
kindness: “‘Young feller, let me give you 
a tip. Drop that fine talk of yourn. Tt 
won't wash. You couldn't hold your job 


a minute if you talked lie that to your 


boss. I’m next to you, all right; but a 
little work won’t hurt you, and if you're 
broke you're doing the right thing.” 

Equipped with coarse clothes and a 
Bowery dialect, Mr. Veiller then fared 
on his way. He was obliged to aszsure 
the agent that he would not leave the 
train at Denver. Thus he learned fhat 
pretending to seek work {s a popular 
means of deadheading across the conti- 
nent. ®Some of his experiences and ob- 
servations follow as he records them: 

“The place where we sat was crowded 
with men. As fast as the runners 
brought in a man they were sent out for 
more. The demand seemed inexhausti- 
ble and the supply meager. There were 
men of all sorts and conditions There 
wére farmers’ sons who in three months 
on thé road could earn more than in a 
year’s labor on the farm, and see life as 
well. For, while farmers paid high 
wages, they did not pay their sons at all. 
They were tramps who preferred $2 a 
day and comparative freedom to the rock 
pile and jail, which was their only alter- 
native. 

“The labor agent explained to me that 
if I took this work I must promise tv 
keep at it for a month at least. He said 
that the railroad had great difficulty in 
getting enough men,‘as the crops that 


year were heavier than usual, and the 


farmers were paying fabulous prices for 
hands. They lay in wait at the stations 
along the line and dickered with men 
through the open car windows while the 
train was stationary, often following the 
cars on a run to the end of the platform 
in the hope of jnducing the men to jump 
from the moving train.. I saw with my 
own eyes men jump from trains going 10 
or 15 miles an hour to take the offers 
made by the farmers of Nebraska and 
Colorado. 

“In the labor camps the tramps have 
a fair chance with more honest men. The 
student of social questions will wish to 
know whether this chance at honest la- 
bor, this opportunity to earn and save 


money enough to start the ordinary man 
well on the road to prosperity, turns the 
tramp into an honest man. A!’l tramps 
are not dishonest, so we will ignore that 
point. I do not believe—and my opinion 
comes from experience and not from 
theory—that a tramp becomes anything 
but a tramp. 

“While at Cheyenne I had three offers 
to go to ranches near by. I was offered 
$40 a month and board, and the work 
did not seem arduous. 

“We reached the camps as the men 
were sitting down to breakfast, and w4th- 
out formality we joined them. No ques- 
tions were asked; no one in authority 
spoke to us, and the men regarded our 
advent as a matter worthy of no con- 
sideration.

London, October 20.—“The Adventure 
the Vanishing Loaves’ wouldn't be 
such a. bad .title for a new Sherlock 
Holmes story, and there is no doubt that 
the great detective woylg be well em- 
ployed in solving the extraordinary 
“bread mystery” in Yorkshire which now 
puzzling all England and because of 
which an inoffensive countryman and his 
family are. about to turn their backs on 
the home where they have lived for the 
last twelve years. 

This countryman named Webster. 
He lives at Raikes farm, near the town 
of Bishop Burton, and the weird prob- 
lem which he, assisted by his neighbors 
and the loca] police, has been trying to 
solve is why, since last March, every loaf 
of bread which has been baked in his 
house had first shrunk and then van- 
ished into nothingness. After trying in 
vain to account for this amazing pne- 
nomenon in a common sense way, the 
hard-headed farmer, who is known far 
and wide as a man of absolute upright- 
ness, has decided that it must be due 
to supernatural agency. In other words, 
he believes that his house is haunted, 
or under some kind of a spell, and for 
that reason he and his family are going 
to leave it early next month. 

There is no doubt that the case is one 
of the most extraordinary ever recorded 
in this country.

their harems. 

Most of the men who have three, four 

or more wives have only two or three 
children. It is not very difficult to ex- 
plain this remarkable fact. 
’ The woman is property, and is bought 
or sold as cattle are marketed. The price 
of young women is, of course, much high- 
er than that of middle aged or old wo- 
men. But only the elderly chiefs are 
sufficiently wealthy to be able to buy 
young women for their: harems, 

As a rule, the young men on arriving 
at the marrying age are not able to pay 
for the luxury of a young wife. They 
are compelled to make up their estab- 
lishments with older women, and even 
with those who have been abandoned by 
their husbands. While they are estab- 
lishing their elderly wives in huts sur- 
rounding their sown habitations their 
elderly fathers are filling their harems 
with young women. 

As time goes on and the young men 
approach or attain to old age they are 
probably wealthy enough to imitate their 
deceased fathers and console their de- 
clining years with young wives. Thus it 
happens thaf most polygamy marriages 
are ill assorted and are blessed with 
few children or none at all, The more 
polygamy is practiced the more slowly 
the population augments. 

On the other hand, Monsignor Roelens 
says he has passed through many towns 
where polygamy is not practiced and he 
has often been astonished at @he multi- 
tude of children who live in thi@: vil- 
lages. He speaks of one iittle village In 
which he counted more than 300 children, 
while the adults were much less numer- 
ous.

WIRES CHARGED 
BY LIGHTNING 


Aurora Borealis Puts Tele- 
graph Companies Qut of 
Business. 


Chicago, Ills., October 31.—Serious elec- 
trical disturbances, said to be due to 
the aurora borealis, caused great incon- 
veniences to telegraph and telepnone 
companies today. Telegraph wires in 
al] directions from Chicago felt the ef- 
fect, in some localities causing a total 
cessation of business. 

The disturbance lasted eight hours. At 
its climax there were 675 volts of elec- 
tricity—enough to kill a man—in_ the 
wires without the batteries attached. An 
hour later the trouble had virtually dis- 
appeared. 

“It was the worst electrical disturb- 
ance in thirty-five years,’ said Chief Op- 
erator J. E. Pettit, of the Postal Tele- 
graph Company. “At times there were 
no workable wires in any direction and 
the cable service was seriously affected 
both on the Atlantic and Pacific.” 

New York Affected. 

New York, October 3!1.—A brilliant dis- 
play of the aurora borealis early today 
interfer with telegraphic service in 
this vicinity. Both telegraph companies 
report wire trouble and all cablegrams 
were accepted subject to heavy delay. 
This was the first display of the aurora 
in this city for ten years, and it lasted 
several hours.

They 
endeavored tg establish their contention 
as to the expense of loading and equipping 
cars with lumber, and to show that the 
Georgia yellow pine has to meet great 
competition in the western markets. They 
testified that similar grades of lumber 
from California and other western states 
met the Georgia product in the western 
market, and that the shippers of this state 
could not meet this competition with 
the contemplated increase in freight rates 
in force. 

The witnesses for the lumbermen who 
were on the stand yesterday were J. Lee 
Ensign, of the HBnsign-Oscamp Lumber 
Company; H. M. Graham, manager of 
the Stewart Lumber Company, at Brin- 
son, Ga.; M. W. Garbutt, secretary and 
treasurer of the Garbutt Lumber Com- 
pany, of Wright, Ga., and superintendent 
of the Fitzgerald, Ocmulgee and Red 
Bluff railroad; Mr. Hammonxrd, manager 
of the Babcock Lumber Company, at 
Babcock, Ga., one of the Mrgest lumber 
cempanies in the southern states. 

Earnings Not Large Enough. 

The gist of the evidence of the railroad 
men during the whole hearing was con- 
tained in the testimony of W. A. Win- 
burn yesterday. He stated that the whole 
question, so far as the roads were con- 
cerned, amounted to the fact that the 
gross earnings of the roads were not in- 
creasing in proportion to the Tnerease in 
expense of operation, and that this was 
the reason for the proposed increase in 
the lumber rate.

The contention of the lumberraen was 
that through the iucrease of 2 cents per 
hundred on rates to the west they had 
practically lost that mgrket, and that 
they woudd lose a large amount of money 
if it was continued, not only through the 
loss of orders from that territory, but on 
account of the disuse of much expensive 
machinery which had been purci.ased to 
work up the lower grades of timber that 
are used in the business to which they 
have catered in the states west of the 
Mississippi. 

Referring to the talk of a compromise 
that was rife a few days ago, one ot 
those interested in the matter said yes- 
terday that there was such a probability 
stage of the proceedings. That 
the roads had offered a suggestion to 
that effect, intimating that they were 
willing to withdraw the 2 cents increase 
freight to the Ohio river and points 
north of there, but that they would not 
take off the increase that was based on 
Cairo.

There kas. been much regret expressed 
that the matter was not deiermined at 
this session, but the mass of evidence was 
greater than was anticipated, and the 
commission found that it would be im- 
possible to conclude the hearing in At- 
lanta. It is probabie that within the 
next two months all evidence wil] be in 
and all arguments made, and that a 
decision will be rendered soon there- 
after.

funeral arrangements have. not. been 
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Says Captain Bennet's: Cril- 
cism Was Too Severe 


Argues That Officer Judged State 
Troops by Too High a Standard 
in That He Criticised the 
Regiment from Regular 
Army Point of View. 


The injustice of Captain Bennet's crit- 
icism of the Fifth regiment, infantry, 
G. 8. T., lies in his.applying regular 
army standards to militia troops, Says 
Colonel] Clifford Anderson, the command- 
ing officer of the Fifth. 

“What Captain Bennet says of the 
regiment is founded on fact,” said Colonel 
Anderson yesterday, “but he has applied 
regular army standards to troops who 
by no means have the same opportunities 
or incentives to acquire the efficiency of 
the United States army. 

“Hie speaks of ignorance on the part 
of the enlisted men of the principles of 
fours right and left and the manual of 
arms, Now, the reason for this ignor- 
ance, which in many cases did exist, is 
perfectly apparent. The terms of enlist- 
ment is only one year, and there are 
scarcely 50 per cent of the men in camp 
any one year who are not new and almost 
raw recruits. 

“Why, there were a great many men in 
Camp Patton who had enlisted as late 
as thirty days before the encampment. 

“The lack of knowledge and proticiency 
in regimental maneuvérs might be ex- 
plained in the same way, but there 
even a greater excuse for that. Militia 
men work during the day and can only 
get away at night. Of course any at- 
tempts at regimental maneuvers could 
only be made at night, and there is no 
place within the city of Atlanta large 
enough to permit of this, and outside of 
the city the drill grounds would, of 
course, not be lighted, and therefore 
would be unavailable. 

Discarded Years Ago. 

“Captain sennet speaks rather dis- 
paragingly of the condition of the rifles. 
Now, these rifles were discarded by the 
regular army something like twenty years 
ago and distributed to militia organiza- 
tions all over the country. They were 
practically worn out at that time, and 
it would be impossible, even if the. men 
had the time to give to this work, to 
keep them in the condition of good arms. 

“The statement that the battalion com- 
manders merely gave orders and did not 
explain the carrying out of the maneuver 
called for is hardly fair, for Captain Bey- 
net had opportunities of observing only 
the battalions of which he was in 
charge as instructor and the regular bat- 
talion commanders naturally felt that 
they would be ‘butting in’ if they at{- 
tempted to explain any order given by 
the captain. I know I felt that way 
myself, 

“I recognized, however, that the offi- 
cers and men of the regiment were alike 
deficient in technical training, and a 
month ago, long before I had any intima- 
tion of what Captain Bennet’s report 
would contain, which for that matter J 
first received from The Constitution this 
morning, I issued orders requiring schools 
for non-commissioned officers’ ard for 
commissioned Officers to study techni- 
cal] matters. 

“y would favor no 
tion as a prerequisite for enlistment in 
the militia, for the simple reason that 
it would cut down the membership so 
much. I would favor, however, just 
enough of an examination to that 
a man was physically sound and not 
suffering from any disease. The state 
law allows enlistments at the age of 
16, and while a man is not matured syf- 
ficiently to stand hard service until he 
is 20 years of age the militia attracts 
youth under that age generally, and we 
have to depend on them to fill our ranks. 

“What ought to be done with the mi- 
litia is to teach them to obey orders 
and to go through a company drill well. 
Then if the United States government 
should need them they could, in thirty 
days, be made into as fine._a body of 
troops as are to be found in the world.”

Mr. Carey had been troubled for a num- 
ber of wegks by large rats which fre- 
quented his barn. Several times he had 
shot them with his double-barreled shot- 
gfin, and Friday morning at about 10 
o*clock he went into his barn, intending 
to shoot some more of the rodents. He 
laid hig gun down on the top of the 
cow stall, and in a short while the report 
of the gun was heard, and shortly after- 
wards he was found dead. It is believed 
that the trigger of his gun struck a nail 
on the top of the stall when he jerked 
it up, thus diseharging the barre], the shot 
entering his Jeft side, just below the heart, 
and thus causing death.

This matter of providing some suitable 
home for old slaves has received much 
attention during the last few years and 
especially lately, Many of ‘those in a pos!- 
tion to know are of the opinion that it 
is only in the establishment of some such 
colony as the one proposed, where, in 
separate jog cabins, the old slaves will be 
provided with homes of their own, that 
the scheme can be made practical. The 
matter of establishing a great home, 
where the old Slaves could live together, 
has been found to be impractical, owing 


people, but it is believed that in the es- 
tablishment of a lot of log cabins the 
greatest difficulties in this way will be 
Obviated and the problem More practically 
solved than in any Other way. 

Many of the chapters of the Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy have also vcaken 
the matter of providing some suitable 
shelter for the old-time negroes under 
consideration. For a jong time there has 
been a movement on foot to provide in 
the best and most practical way a shel- 
ter and last resting plgce for old slaves, 
and especially those who proved ‘faithful 
during the days of the war and recon- 
struction period. While it is true that 
these old servants have been cared for 
individually and have not been per- 
mitted to suffer, ways and means have 
been widely discu*sed for providing some 
permanent. establishment, particularly 
for those who have wandered away from 
their old home and the families which 
took a special interest in their welfare. 

It will also be remembered that Sena- 
tor Hanna introduced a bill in the senate 
for the pensioning of old slaves, which 
was unanimously voted by the people of 
the south to savor much more of politics 
than any possible benefit to the old black 
servants of ante-bellum days.

Major Walter E. Coney, of the First in- 
fantry, Georgia state troops, Savannah, 
who was detailed by Governor Terrell 
as the official representative of the Geor- 
gia militia at the recent Fort Riley war 
maneuvers, is in the city on his way 
home. 

Major Coney talked interestingly to a 
representative of The Constitution regard- 
ing this great military event.

realize that the cihef reliance of our 
government in time of war’ will be on the 
volunteers.

Thus two opposing candidates for sen- 
ater canvassed the state for the first 
time. Previously when Foraker or Han- 
na “was the republican senatorial candf- 
date it Wags not known who would be the 
opponent of either when it came to an 
election in the legislature, 

The Senatorial Fight. 

The senatoria) fight in Ohio has pre- 
dominated affairs. John H. 
Clarke has been known for years as an 
orator, and his eloquent addresses have 
been directed against Hanna, 
while Mayor Tom Il, Johnson, the dem- 
ocratic candidate for governor, and other 
democratic speakers have also made 
Hanna the target of their attacks. Sen- 
ator Hanna aimed his philippics at Mayor 
Johnson more than at senatorial 
Opponent, Johnson was charged with 
being the rea] candidate for senator as 
well as for governor und prospectively 
A candidate for the democratic nomina- 
tion for president next year. He is 
snayor of Cleveland and has also secured 
the county offices in Cuyghoga county. 
The members of the last legislature in 
both branches from Cuyahoga county 
were democrats andthe hottest fight In 
the state this year has been for the four 
senators and ten representatives from 
Cuyahoga county. which in the event of 
a Close contest might determine the sen- 
atorship. 

No campaign was ever so full of per- 
sovalyies as the oné just closed in what 
was’. said about Hannd on the one side 
and about Johnson on the. other. Colonel

It is held by the demo- 
crats taht the republicans might elect 
their state ticket by 50,000 plurality and 
Ket loose the legislature. 

At Cleveland, where the candidates for 
governor and senator live the result 
in doubt, as it is at Toledo, where Mayor 
Samuel Jones is supporting Johnson, and 
at Columb #, where facional fignts pré- 
vail.

By the president of the United States 
of America—A Proclamation: 

The season is at hand when, according 
to the custom of our people, it falls upon 
the president to appoint a day of praise 
and thanksgiving to God. 

During the last year the Lord has dealt 
bountifully with us, giving us peace at 
home and abroad and the chance for citi- 
zens to work for their welfare unhinder- 
ed by war, famine or plague. It behooves 
us not only to rejoice with a solmen sense 
of responsibility, realizing that, under 
heaven, tt rests with us ourselves to show 
that we are worthy to use aright what 
has thus been entrusted to our care. In 
no otfier place and at no other time has 
the experiment of government of the peo- 
ple, by the people, for the people been 
tried on so vast a scale as here in our 
own country in the opening years of the 
twentieth century.

Two Men from the South. 

An interesting coincidence relative to 
the make-up of the American representa- 
tion in the Alaskan boundary negotiations 
is brought to light by T. C. DeLeon, who 
writes to The Post from Kingston, Mass., 
where he is now making his residence. 

Mr. DeLeon recalls the time about 30 
years ago when two of the men who have 
figured prominently in the boundary ne- 
gotiations were young lawyers struggling 
for practice at Mobile, Ala. United States 
Senator George Turner, who is a mem- 
ber of the American commission, had 
been appointed district attorney for oa 
southern district in Alabama, with head- 
quarters in Mobile. He was a native of 
Missouri and a republican, and Mr. De- 
Leon points out his position was not 
particularly calculated to make him pop- 
ular in his environment; he was, however, 
‘a handsome, black-haired young man, 
at whom a ‘woman would have looked 
twice, whatever a judge might have 
done.” He was popular enough with one 
charming southern lady to win her for 
his wife. He was a youngster then, be- 
ing but 30 years old when, in 1880, he 
ieft Alabama and went out to the terri- 
tory of Washington to make it his home. 
In 1884 he was made associate justice 
of the supreme court of the territory, 
which fact certainly speaks eloquently of 
his standing in his profession. He was 
an active factor in the republican ranks 
until 1896, when ‘that party changed its 
historic position in favor of bimetallism 
mand went over to the single gold stand- 
prd.

Report of Entomologist. 

In the report of State Entomologist 
Newell, after stating that he made the 
investigation under instructions from the 
governor, and, aceompanied by J. H.

“Ducktown, Tenn., is a copper mining 
and refining camp, where the copper ore 
iS roasted under open sheds, the smoke 
therefrom containing a large percentage 
of sulphuric acid, The sulphurie acid 
has removed from the country within a 
radius of 2 miles ali traces of vegetation, 
ga. "7% : — , nt aft lag ryetry 
grass. Al] forest trees within 4 miles of 
the refinery are destroyed, and the earth 
is devoid of practically all vegetation 
except broom sedge.’’ 

The report continuing says that at “a 
distance of five or six miles from the 
Fefinery 50 to 75 per cent of all tne tim- 
Der is Gead, alid tHul wie 
ls constantly growing larger, while it is 
self-evident that the sulphuric acid from 
the ore ovens is the destroying agent, 

The first trees .to succumb have been 
found to be the white, red, black and 
post oaks, hickory, peach, apple and 
Walnut, while long-leaf pine resists the 
poisonous gases the longest of all. 

The Damaged Area. 

As to the damages being wrought in 
this state, the report says: 

“Within a radius of 10 miles din Geor-

more modern structure, and when its 
demolition: is completed, an old land- 
mark of Atlanta, the oldest brick build- 
ing in the city, will have ‘been re- 
moved.

Of these two the fatter is at 
present doing far more damage than the 
former, as by roasting their ore in open 
sheds enormous volumes of sulphureous 
acid smoke are turned loose to cover the 
surrounding’ territory. The Ducktown 
Sulphur, Copper and Iron Company hae 
abandoned entirely the roasting. process 
and smelts the ore without roasting, thus 
demonstrating that the roasting sheds 
with their poisonous moKe at least can 
be dispensed with and the works. still 
operated at a profit. 

“In behalf of the farming interests of 
Fannin county, Georgia, and in behalf of 
the commonwealth at large, | would most 
urgently call your attention to the neces- 
sity of immediate steps looking to the 
removal or abatement of this nuisance.

SOUTHERN ASKS | 


FOR NEW BRIDGE 


Wants Temporarily To Close 
Nelson and Erect 
Viaduct. 


For the purpose of determining the 
conditions upon which the Southern rgll- 
way will be allowed to cOnstruct a new 
steel viaduct from Nelson street to Mad- 
ison avenue and appropriate for freight 
purposes the Jand that at present com- 
poses Nelson street from the railroad 
tracks to Madison avenue, the council's 
bridge committee, of which Councilman 
Key is chairman, and the committee on 
streets, of which Alderman Terry is 
chairman, held a joint yester- 
day .morning in the office of Mayor How- 
ell. 

The meeting was also 
S. B. Thompson, general agent, and oth- 
ers, of the Southern railway, and Presi- 
dent Preston 8. Arkwright and others 
of the Georgia Railway and Electric 
Company. 

A considerable portion of the meeting 
was devoted to settling the differences 
between the Georgia Railway and Elec- 
tric Company and the Southern railway 
regarding the matter, 

President Arkwright that he 
had been given a franchise on Nelson 
street and had rights on that thorough- 
fare which could not be molested with- 
out his consent. 

Agrees*on Conditions. 

He agreed to the closing of the Nelson 
street bridge for nine months for the con- 
struction of the viaduct upon the fol- 
lowing conditions: 

First. The Southern to bear the expense 
of constructing an extension of the Wal- 
ker to Westview line into the Mitchell 
street viaduct. To this Mr, Thompson 
agreed. 

Second. The Southern to bear the ex- 
pense of removing the connection with 
the Mitchell street viaduct and making 
the new connection with the new Nelson 
streex viaduct after the completion of 
that structure. To this Mr. Thompson 
agreed. 

Third. The street railway required that 
it be guaranteed permission to return 
to Nelson street after the completion. of 
the work as it would necessarily sur- 
render its rights upon the street by va- 
eating. The street railway required the 
Southern to make this agreement with 
the municipality. The committeemen be- 
lieved there would be no difficulty about 
making such an arrangement. 

Fourth. The street railway company 
required that it be exempted from pay- 
ing for the asphalt paving on the new 
viaduct and exempted from paying for 
asphalt on Madison street if such paving 
is laid on that thoroughfare. This is yet 
unsettled. 

Fifth. The street railway company re- 
quired that the grades of the new via- 
duct be satisfactory for street car traf- 
fic. This was agreed to and the grades 
are already established. 

Sixth. The Georgia Railway and Elec- 
tric Company required that the South- 
ern railway bear the entire expense of 
maintaining the new bridge, the street 
railway company being exempted. This 
is not yet agreed to. 

In his speech before the committee Mr. 
Arkwright state¢ that the new work 
was to be done for the convenience of 
the Southern railway. This he said he 
was willing to do, but he wanted to cross 
the new viaduet with the same rights 
and privileges and without more expense 
than his company now has because of 
crossing the present Nelson street bridge. 

During the session Of yesterday morn- 
ing the members of council stated that 
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session

insisted 
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he Southern would be required to pay 
all damages to persons or property be- 
cause of the building of the new viaduct, 
and to this Mr. Thompson agreed. 

For the further purpose of allowing Mr. 
Arkwright and Mr. Thompson to further 
confer about the matter the joint com- 
mittee adjourned until tomorrow morn- 
ing, when both will be again heard from. 

Mr. Spencer Talks. 

President Samuel Spencer, of the South- 
ern, who was here last night, was asked 
about the proposition now before the 
eouncil for the alterations on Nelson 
street bridge, and replied that he hoped 
in the interest of the prompt completion 
of the union passenger station, the au- 
thority for the alterations would be 
promptly given, 

“The necessities of Atlanta for union 
Station are such,” he said, “‘that work 
upon it should not be délayeg and the 
material under the east end of the Nel- 
son street viaduct is necessary for the 
speedy beginning by the contractors in 
the erection of the station. 

‘The expenditures upon the union sta- 
tion and other improvements by the rail- 
road companies in the immediate neigh- 
borhood will aggregate a very large sum 
of money, possible $2,000,000, and time 
is a very important element in the Iinter- 
ests of both the railroad and of the caty.”’

The committee on organization has 
written to several musical associations in 
the east and north, asking for a copy of 
their charter and constitution, so as to 
be able to incorporate in the Atlanta 
charter all the good points which are 
contained in older but similar organiza- 
tions. 

Dr. J. Lewis Browne, who will be direc- 
tor of the orchestra to be formed, is now 
in correspondence with several cities, and 
hopes to secure the services of quite a 
number of celebrated soloists.

Paris, October 3|.—President Loubet 


has decided to look into the affairs of the 


foreign legion in Algiers, “decimated alike 
by desertions and executions.”” On xi 
average from four to five soldiers aré 
executed monthly, but not unfrequently 
the record reaches twelve or more execu: 
tions in thirty days. ‘‘No wonder,’ says 
France Militaire, ‘that our soldiers act 
like tigers in real war. They are made 
brutes in the times of peace. The storles 
that in Madagascar and Tonkin prisoners 
and wounded men were shot by the hun- 
dreds to save the trouble of transport 
are literally true.” A recent execution 
in Algiers is described as follows: 
“When the smoke cleared away,’ #s#ays 
the report on the execution of Private 
Rout, “the man was seen to Kneel and 
hold his hand to his wounded face. 
‘Piockheads, he shouted to the men Or- 
dered to shoot him, ‘can’t you shoot 
straight within a radius of 15 feet?’ Once 
more the soldiers fired. After that. Rout 
was minus a leg, his nose and One ear, 
but still lived and called his execution- 
ers vile names. Next, accordifg to regu- 
lations, an uncommissioned officer stepped 
up to finish the poor devil, but his re- 
volver refused to go off. Then the com- 
manding officer procured a fresh rifle, 
stepped close to the prisoner and blew 
his whole head off. This execution lasted 
more than fifteen minutes.’’ President 
Loubet is assured that many similar 
cases disgrace the records’ of the army 
ia Algiers.

000. The money needed has already 
been secured and the building wiil he 
erected: by Nichotas Ittner, a member of 
the ehurch and of the building commit- 
fee, who has volunteered his services 
without cost. 

Work will be pushed as rapidiy as pos- 
Sible on the building and it is expected 
that it will be in readiness for use by 
the early part of next summer® The 
present chapel building will be used as 
an annex to the church for use in small 
meetings, for church societies, etc. 

History of the Church. 

This ¢hurch was organized in thg fall 
of 4882, under: -the- name of the Pied- 
mont Congregational church. . The. first 
pastor, Rev. J. H. Parker, resigned in 
the spring of 1884, and was succeeded 
by Rev. Zachary Eddy, D.D., of Detroit, 
Mich., who served the church until the 
spring of 1887. During Dr. Eddy’s pas- 
torate, in November, 1884, the trustees 
purchased the lot on which the new 
building is to stand, and the next year 
erected the chapel which is now in use, 
the first public services being held Octo- 
ber 25, 1885. ~The cost of the lot and 
chapel” was’ $17,000: more than half of 
which was-contributed by members of the 
eOngregation and friends in Atlanta. Rev. 
A. F. Sherrill was called to the pas- 


; torate of the church and began his min- 
{ istry on 


December 1, 1888. Two years 
later he was installed by council and 
continued to serve the church until 1894. 
During Dr. Sherrill’'s pastorate the name 
of the church was twice changed, first to 
the Church .of the Redeemér;.:and in 
May, 1893, -to the present permanent 
name, the Central Congregational church. 

In 1894, Rev, R. V, Atkisson was call- 
ed and elected pastor of the church, and 
seryed the congregation with great suc- 
tess until succeeded by Rey. Frank F. 
Jenkins, D.B., the present pastor, in 
1897. 

Dr. Jenkins’ Work. 

During Dr, Jenkins’ pastorate, his work 
tas by no means been confined to the 
attuat ministrations to the Atlanta 
church. He is the -superintendent of 
Georgia for the. National Congregation- 
ai-‘Home Missfonary, Society, and has, 
for; many years,. been prominent in the 
anal missionary work of the 


educational 
Congregationa) church. lt was greatly 
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due td his efforts that the Piedmont col- 
lege and the J. 8S. Greene Preparatory 
institute were established in Demorest, 
Ga., and hia influence secured for this 
city the Atlanta Theological seminary, 

Dr, Jenkins, though a New Yorker by 
birth, is very fond of the south, and much 
of his best work has been done in Ala- 
bama, Tennesee,, Kentucky ang Georgia. 
He left a flourishing and wealthy church 
in Massachuretts to accept the pastorate 
of the Central Congregational church, 
belleving that the field here offered wider 
and greater opportunities for usefulness 
in jhis> chosen “work. and firmly declined 
every inducetment that was offered him to 
remain in the north. 

HiS''work’ in the mMmterest of the new 
church building has been tireless and un- 
measurably successful, he having secured 
the cooperation and financial gssistance 
of the national building board of the 
church as well as generous local contribu- 
tions.

The building committee of the Cen- 
tral Congregational church, which has 
had actual] charge of the plans and ar- 
rangements for the new. building, is com- 
posed of Messrs. “1.

noon and was made by Dr, Robert Hynds, 
assistant city bacterlologist and chem- 
ist, from samples taken at random by 
Inspector Willis King. 

The Atlanta standard for milk is 3 per 
cent for butter fats, and (2 per cent of 
tofal solids. The specific gravity also 
counts, but because none of the samples 
fell] below the standard for specific grav- 
ity it is omitted in the newspaper re- 
port, although it is contained in the re- 
port of Dr. Hynds.

We will haye things that will be almost 
beyond their belief, for with what fas 
been secured at Macon we can put in an 
agricultural exhibit that I have never 
seen equaled. Buffalo had nothing to 
compare with it. 

“In the first place we have over seventy 
varieties of hay, including wheat and oat 
straw and similar products—and yet they 
Say grass can’t be grown in Georgia. 
Why there is not finer hay on earth than 
was shown at Macon and which has been 
procured for the St. Louig exposition, 

“Then we have some 100 varieties of 
cow peas; we have some of the finest 
corn that ever grew; we have cane, we 
have ground peas and all kinds of grain 
of the very best quality. 

“What we want to stress most in the 
exhibit is hay and sirup, because we want 
to show people in the first place that this 
is one of the best hay states in the un-on 
and in the second place show them some 
of that sirup in the manufacture of which 
Georgia excels all the world, 

“Everybody knows we can raise cotton, 
corn and those things, so we want to 
show them these other two splendid 
products. 

“But in telling of the specimens for ex- 
hibition I must say something about the 
people who so generously offered us what 
they -had gathered together of the best 
their land produces and sent to Macon. 

“Every one of them was as enthusiast'c 
and courteous as possible and except in 
a few cases where the exhibitors simply 
could not afford to give us their property 
outright we had everything given to us.”

Will Leave Their Lonely Island. 
(From The London Daily Graphic.) 
The inhabitants of St. Kilda propose to 
leave their lonely island and emigrate 
in a body to South Africa. The decision 
is nor surprising. ‘Tnough St. Kilda is 
on.:y 40 miles west of North Ulst, from 
which island there is daily communiéa- 
tion With the mainland of Scotland all 
the year round, it is one of the most 
inaccessible islands in the world. In 
regular communication with it there is a 
Steamer once a month from Glasgow, in 
June, July, August and September, and 
during the eight remaining months of the 
year the inhabitants are wholly cut off 
from any cOmmunication with the outer- 
world. They ha've organized themselves 
a special] form of postal communication; 
iby which letters inclosed in qa box are 
drifted by the winds ‘to the shores of the 
Outer Hebrides if the winds are steady 
from the west; but contrary currents and 
changes of wind may interfere with the 
drift of the box, and thus, no doubt, let- 
ters are lost. The present population of 
the island, about 75, jis neither the larg- 
est nor the least of its history. In 1724 
the population was reduced by smallpox 
to 30, only four of whom were adults. 
Then there came years of slow growth. 
and in 185! the maximum population was 
reached, namely !i0. Then there grad- 
ua:ly came to the knowledge of the island- 
ers the news of the discovery of gold 
in Austra}ia, and tin 1856 thirt-six island- 
ers left for Australia. The departure 
of the emigrants does not seem to have 
induced others to follow them, for no 
more took their departure for the gold 
fields; but in 1864 the accidental drown- 
ing of six of the inhabitants stil) further 
reduced the population, which in 1I891 
numbered only 7!. During the years 
between 1734 and 1742 the island was 
the prison house of Lady Grange by her 

angry husband.

At 
the time of the row he had run out on 
the field to make a protest against the 
p'iaying of Ketron, stating that Ketron 
had slugged a Vanderbilt player. Geor- 
gia men assert that Henry used abusive 
language toward Ketron, thus aorusing 
the wrath of the Georgia captain and 
causing the excitement. Referee Butler 
did not see the play, but Umpire Grant- 
land Rice says that Coach Henry did not 
do more than request that he watch 
Ketron’s playing. 

As soon as the fight was over play be- 
gan at once, and even the coach did not

Two Famous Drivers of Ken- 
tucky Now Passing 
Away.

Lexington, Ky.. October 31.—The tro- 
ting season of 1903, brilliant as it has 
been in championship results, has its 
dark as well as bright picture in the 
passing of two drivers of the world's 
champions, Orrin Hickok and Ben Ken- 
ney.

Soon after his return 
from the silver state he attached him- 
self with the racing fortunes of Henry 
Schmulbach. Wheeling. W. Va.. and 
there his success continued, last season 
he having in his stable and driving to 
their records Eyelet, 2:06 1-2; Daphne 
Dallas, 2:05, and the sensational Lady 
Thisbe, 2:1! 1-4. The close of last Sea- 
son saw the records class him among 
the four great drivers of the present age, 
Geers. McHenry. Hudson and Kenney. At 
the beginning of this season he declined 
all overtures for his services and came

EN miles northeast of Madison, in 
Morgan county, is located Sandy 
Creek Baptist ehurch. In a splen- 
did neighborhoog of middle Georgla peo- 
ple, this church had, for at least seventy- 
five years, been famous for large, ufder-

There live at this time in and near 
Atlanta eight gentlemen and ladies who 
worshiped at this church during the year 
1840, sixty-three years ago. Their remi- 
niscences connected with this old church 
are of the pleasantest and most sacred 
kind. Of the eight people, one couple 
have been married over sixty-four years; 
another couple, fifty-four years, and one 
other, ferty-eight years. Whilst one 
good Wife did not attend Sandy Creek 
church at the time referred to, she lived 
in Morgan many years. 

Now, of these eight people none have 
married the second time, and only three 
have suffered the loss of a companion 
for life, showing what wonderful lon-

“He was tall in stature, dignified in 
bearing, with high and well developed 
forehead crowned by a raven hair, with 
black, brilliant eyes, that mirrowed every 
mood of. the soul, with a finely-modulated 
voice, adapted to the utterance of all 
feelings, strong in faith, touched with 
Sympathy for-man as man, and reating 
On the guidance of the Spirit, he always 
controlled his audience and had few 
superiors as a revivalist. When, in the 
midst of his fervid speech, he came 
down on the floor, tears of joy or sorrow 
would flow from all eyes, saints would 
be rejoicing and sinners crying for mer- 
cy. At Sandy Creek he baptized in one 
day sixty happy converts.” 

The Practical Preacher. 

He was not like many Baptist preach- 
ers. As a business man and a farmer 
he made a fortune for the times. Most 
preachers die poor., He could trade as 
well as preach, and was known to swap 
horses half a dozen times a week, and 
get the better of the other fellow each 
time in the trade. 

Tom Hadaway’s Recollections. 

Thomas L. Hadaway, the oldest mem- 
ber of this party, is in the city. His 
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father removing from Putnam county 
during the year 1818 to this part of Mor- 
gan county, when he was 5 years of age, 
“Uncle Tommy,” as he has been so af- 
fectionately called for the past half cen- 


tive of Morgan, His reminiscences go 
back to its earliest settlement. He can 
well remember when there was not a 
brick house in Madison. Even the court 
house was a small wooden  unpretan- 
tious affair. gut can’t remember 
when the only tavern (there were no ho- 
tels in was a double log 
cabin and the keeper blew a long crooked 
cow's horn to call his boarders to break- 
fast, dinner and supper. 

Then thre Indians had not left. 
were peaceable, and getting 
of deer and other game 
Hunting was profitable, 
fine spore. The woods in 
summer were full of wild 
pea vines. There was no need to feed 
stock; all had to to give 
them salt often enough for them not to 
forget you, for feeding on the wild pea 
vines did the balance. 

‘We had fine times going to big meet- 
ings. All the young folks felt that the 
general meeting held at Sandy Creek 
after the crops were laid by in July 
was the biggest thing un earth, unless 
it was Christmas time, or when we were 
‘gwine to “Gusty’ with a ‘crap er 
ton.’ ’’ 

For the first ten or fifteen years that 
he could recollect, he says he remémbers 
having seen a bevy of pretty girls all sit- 
ting on a log just before getting in sight 
of the .meeting house, putting on their 
shoes and stockings, having walked 3 to

The amount of cloth now used for a 
lady's dress would have made my sweet- 
heart at that time two or three frocks. 
And looked a heap prettier than 
these new-fangled get-ups do now, all 
finefied and titivated off.” 

After awhile most of the folks got 
richer and some began to put on airs, 
A man who had five or more negrogs 
was called an aristocrat; with less he 
was common folks. A poor man would 
not vote for a rich man, nor a rich man 
for a poor man. ‘But that did not pester 
folks. The boys and girls 
alj rode to church. I have seefi girls 
ride 10 to 12 miles on horseback to o.d 
Sandy Creek just to meet her “best fel- 
low.’’ When meeting was out you just 
ought to have seen the young folks mat- 
ing. Each fellow would meet his girl at 
the door as she came out, take her to 
the horse-block and then go get her 
“critter,’’ bring him up to the block, and 
She would hop up on him in a style be- 
witching enough to kill. The couple al- 
took twice long as the other 
members of the family getting home. 
Over half the engagements among the 
young folks took place going fyom the 
meeting house. When they were .en- 
gaged in those days the next thing was 
and that right away.

carry his girl hame on horseback behind 
him to an unfurnished log cabin.

There was no meeting except once a 
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month, and it was a sight to see what 
makeshifts were gone into by the women, 
even if they had young children to look 
after. That was no reason for the wom- 
en folks to be left at

of several made the 
trip in this wise: On the back of a mare, 
followed by her colt, rode the head of 
the family; on the pommel of the sad- 
dle, her hands holding to the mane, rode 
the youngest but one; behind, on the 
saddle Dlanket, rode the next older. On 
another mare, accompanied by her off- 
spring, sat the wife; alternately on her 
knee and her arm was the latest born, 
and behind was the oldest of the four, 
boy or girl, as the case might be. Bound 
to get to meeting somehow, they were 
thankful for this in the absence of more 
convenient and showy conveyance. No 
housewife was without one nice gown and 
fit accompaniments for the occasion. 
“Perhaps a majority owned at least one 
black silk, whose service Was extended 
through many seasons, This “Sunday 
frock,’’ immediate'y the wearer return- 
ed home, was removed, carefully dusted, 
scrupulously folded, tenderly laid in a 
chest, -wherein, from time to time, were 
sprinkled fresh layers of rose petals, 
leaves of apple, thyme and lavender. Its 
companions were a glistening pair of 
prunelias, wrapped in soft paper. the 
long white embroidered cape, a tortoise- 
shell comb, elaborately hemstitched hand- 
kerchiefs, starched petticoats, ‘bought’ 
stockings, gloves and ribbons, On a 
shelf, high above, a bandbox held the 
leghorn bonnet or green calash, resting 
upon which was a fan made from a 
turkey tail or two wings of the white 
heron. There these dwelt in silence un- 
til the mext meeting day in course, 

Arrived at the meeting house, 
its oak grove of 
with horse blocks 
feminine e€questrians, al] alighted, fas- 
tened their beasts and in twos or more 
made for the spring at the foot of the 
hill. On one side of the long, broad 
middie aisle, to which two others some- 
what Mmarrower ran parallel, sat the 
women, the men on the other. Very 
young boy children were allowed to 
sit with thelr mothers for the sake of 
more efficient care of them when over- 
taken by sleep during the invariably 
long sermon. Nursing children were 
usually kept by their nurses outside in 
the shadow of the trees, but were brought 
in without hesitation to their mothers 
when in need of nourishment. The cry of 
one of them in meeting occasioned no 
surprise and little discomfort, as it was 
only a brief while ti the mother rose, 
or the listening nurse came in and took 
ir away.

Uncle Tom says his father did not get 

a jetter once a year. That he never 


wore a store bought shoe till after he 
had been a grown-up man. From the 
skins of slaughtered beeves that got 
fat on wild peavines and the poor old

cows that died in the winter, a coarse 
leather was made, From this rough red 
shoes were sewed and pegged at home. 
The only dressing the shoes ever had 
was common beef taNow and neats foot 
oil when. they became hard and stiff. 
Hie put on his first boots at the age 
of 24, 
Going Swimming. 

Another source of much fun for the 
boys and young men was to go in 
a-washing. Dight or ten of us would 
get together any day in the summer 
when we were not busy in the crops, 
mostly Saturday and sometimes on Sun- 
day, when the old ks wouldn't find if 
out, and sneak for Swifts mil! or Rus 
saw’s (Rousseay) mill or some other 
deep hold on Sandy creek. The man or 
boy who could jump first into the creex 
was the best man. It was almost equ:l 
to a "possum hunt to see ’em get there. 
They would all start in a dog trot at 
least a half mile from the hole. At 
the same time each boy would con. 
mence to shuck off his coat—if he had 
on one—then his shirt, and, lastly, hs 
breeches, so that by the time he reache] 
the creek there would not be a partics 
of clothing on him to prevent his pitchi:« 
in. It was a big thing to be ‘“‘first Iv” 
and “last out.” All sorts of antics were 
gone through with in the water for twos 
Or three hours, till those fat, ruddy, ®u- 
burnt boys would all turn blue, then, 
shivering, come out, after dressing. There 
was never such thing as a towel; for a 
poy to bring a towel to wipe off wiih 
he would have been ducked for such 
“upitiness.”’ 
sticking to their wet hides they would 
play leap frog, tag, climb trees, jump 
and wrestie to get warm and bring their 
color back, Boys and men nowadays 
accustomed to bathing in a tub at home 
don’t know half the fun the old Sandy 


Creek boys used to have—I’m sorry for P 


‘em. Pearg to me young folks aren’t 
half raised nowadays no how. 

Uncle Tom could talk about old Sandy 
Creek all day and never tire. With tha 
exca@ption af a slight impediment in 
walking and hesitancy in speech, this old 
Morgan county nonegenarian is in fine 
physical condition, and may yet live to 
come often to the Gate City, which he 
first knew as a “parcel Of cow trai‘s.” 
I hope he will. 


Men with Large Salaries. 
(From The New York Herald.) 

A. J. Cassatt, president of the Pennsy!- 
vania railroad, draws a iarger salary than 
any other railroad official in the United 
States. He is credited with receiving 
$75,000 a year. A number of other rail- 
read presidents receive $50,000 gq year 
each. 

In the matter of salaries the industrials 
appear to be more liberal than the ralil- 
roads. §. C. T. Dodd, the general solic- 
itor of the Standard Oil Company, prob- 


ably receives ‘as large a salary 48 any 
other person in the country. Including 


commission, he is understood to receive 
$250,000 a year. It is not known what 
the salary of John D. Rockefeller, the 
president of the Standard Oil Company, 
amounts to, If there is any other person 
in the United States who receives as large 
a salary as Mr. Dodd it is not generally 
known. 

Charles M. Schwah, president of the 
United States Steel Corporation, drew a 
salary of $100,000 a year. There are 
twelve other persons in the employ of 
the United States Steel Corporation who 
receive a salary of more than $20,000 a 
year. 8. R. Callaway, president of the 
American Locomotiye Company, is cred- 
ited with receiving a salary of $100,000 
a year. To accept this position Mr. Calla- 
way resigned the presidency of the New 
York Central. As the head of the New 
York Centra; he drew $40,000 a year. 

It is not known what the salary of 
Henry H. Rogers, president of the Amal- 
gamated Copper Company, is. Mr, Rog- 
ers succeeded Marcus Daly, who received 
$100,000. It is thought that Mr. Regers 
recelyes a larger salary, Henry O. Have. 
meyer, president of the American Sugar 
Refining Company, ig said to draw a sal- 
ary of $100,000 a year. C. A. Coffin, presi- 
dent of the General Electric, is understood 
to receive $75,000 a year. 

The largest sala:y paid any bank presi- 
dent in the country is understood to: be 
$50,000 a year. Several New York bank 
presideits are known to receive this sal- 
ary. There is one bank president in Uhi- 
£ago who is said to drgw a salary of 
$50,000 a year. As a rule, bank presi- 
dents are very wealthy, and their salary 
forms only a small] part of their incomie. - 
George F, Baker, president of the First 
National bank, is believed to be worth 
more than $30,000,000. James Stillman, 
president of the National City bank, is 
worth about $12,000,000. Most of the 
other presidents of the large Wall street 
banks are millionaires,

Notwithstanding the exacting rules of 
exclusion and inclusion applied to new 
words by the editors of this world-famed 
work, over seventeen thousand new terms 
or new meanings of old words, have been 
admitted into the volume. These are 
all terms found in-living literature, and 
not one obsolete word or meaning is 
among them. Great care has been taken 
to reject such words as did not compiy 
“admit only those words 
that are so frequently used in books or 


{n current literature as to cause tlfeir 
spelling, pronunciation, or meaning to be 
| frequently inquired after.”’ 


This dictionary now records the amaz- 
ing number of 317,000 words, 272,000 
more than the first edition of Johnson's 
dictionary, .212,000 more than Worcester's 
latest, nearly 100,000 more than the 
latest Century Dictionary, and 167,000 
more than Webster's latest edition. In 
reference to the rapidly increasing size 
of the dictionary, the editor in chief of 
the Standard said recently: 

‘In my experience the great strain is to 
keep words out of the dictionary, not in 


' compassing sea and land to find words 
, to make it larger. 


While making it, the 


. increasing size of our dictionary was a 


source of constant anxiety. The limit 
which commercia] requirements had fixed 
was 2,100 quarto pages. If we had ever 
had ‘a heated enthusiasm for bigness,’ 
the fever quickly subsided. There was 


no necessity to catch words hot from the 
‘bat, so alarmingly abundant—superabun- 


dant—are those that have had time to 
coo]. The constant instruction to the edi- 


tors of the various departments was to 
| : 
' exclude every word that could be omitted 


without injury. Take this fact: there 
were on our vocabulary cards over 500,- 
000 terms, every one having been ‘lo- 
cated’ in some book or reputable period- 
ical. We threw out neck and crop over 
200,000 of these by the rigid application 
of the following rule of exclusion: Omit 
all words that would not be inquired af- 
ter by a considerable number of people.’ 

The principle that it is the business of 
a dictionary to record usage, not to make 
a language, is a sound one. It is not for 
a dictionary to say what words should 
be used or should not be used, but it 
should answer questions concerning 
words that are used-—questions relating 
to the spelling, pronunciation, and mean- 
ing, and this the Standard Dictionary 
does. To undertake to dictate what 
words the people should use would be 
an impertinence. The people make the 
language; the language is broad, based 
on the people’s will. In so far as a 


eap-, 


| 


dictionary omits to record words wd@iely 
used by the people, it is faulty; for it 
should be the chief object of a dictionary 
to help those who consult it to under- 
stand the sense of what they hear and 
read. 

We are glad to see that this edition of 
the Standard Dictionary follows the rule 
originally laid down by its editors to 
stigmatize words which, in the judgment 
of the editors, are in disrepute as ‘‘yul- 
gar,"’ “‘slang,’’ ‘“‘colloquial;”’ or as falling 
into disuse, as ‘‘archaic,” ‘‘obsolescent,”’ 
“obsolete.”” It srikes’ us that it is far 
better to stigmatize thus than to omit 
words in such common use as boycott, 
chesty, graft, etc. 

The plan of defining by definitive state- 
ment rather than by synonym, which was 
So extensively followed in the first edition 
of the Qtandard, has been even more fully 
adopted in treating the words in this 
addenda. The definitions are exact, 
terse, and clear-cut—brief when few 
words are sufficient, but by no means 
discarding encyclopedic treatment when 
this is important to a ect understand- 
ing of the meaning of the word. Sold on

— Labor. 

For many Years the public has anxious- 
ly awaited the Appearance of a book 
which will point:the way to a solution of 
the labor problem. The labor problem— 
like the poor—is always with us. John 
Mitchell's book on “Organized Labor’ 
comes nearer to solving the problem than 
any work which we have seen for many 
years. The book shows much thought 
and-careful consideration of the problem 
involved in this great question, and is 
the deliberate opinion of a man who has 
spent his life in leading the labor move- 
ment. This is not the work ofa theorist 
of a doctrinarie. Mr. Mitchell's book 
is extremely broad in its scope and deals 
with every phase of the labor problem. 
The book contains much historical] mat- 
ter, showing how the trade union move- 
ment developed in England and in the 
United States. It takes up the trade 
union from the point of view of the work- 
man, the capitalist, and the public, and 
shows how it has affected the rate of 
wages, the hours of labor, and the con- 
ditions of work. The chapter on the non- 
unionist is especially interesting, and is 
particularly welcome at this time when 
the question of the open shop is taken up 
from the point of view of the workman 
and of the public generally, and the legis- 
lation is suggested looking forward to- 
ward the solution of this extremely diffi- 
cult problem. The chapter on trusts Is 
also noteworthy. Mr. Mitchell traces the 
development of trusts in the United 
States, and shows the effect «@ ghese huge 
aggregations of capital upon investors, 
consumers and shareholders. 

What particularly impresses the reader 
is the broad grasp which Mr. Mitchell has 
shown. Mr. Mitchell, although a unionist 
of the unionist, and probably the greatest 
leader which organized labor has had in 
this country, still attempts to take up 
the problem from the point of view of the 
patriotic citizen. His point of view is 
that of the general public. Mr. Mitchell 
does not shirk the discussion of the weak 
points of labor organizations, and is 
especialiy eloquent in his denunciation 
of violence in strikes. There are a num- 
ber of chapters taking up the arguments 
against trade unionism as well as pro- 
posed plans for benefiting the conditions 
of the workman. Mr. Mitchell takes up 
in detall the question of strikes and pro- 
poses a method by which they may be 
prevented, or at least minimized. 

There are half a dozen chapters deal- 
ing with the coal strike of 1902, giving 
the story of the strike from the inside. 
Mr. Mitchell states that at the beginning 
of August thé strike was about to col- 
lapse, and that if energetic action had 
been taken at this time by the operators, 
the strike would have been lost. The tn- 
side history of the strike and the story 
of how victory was snatched from defeat 
is told In a graphic and eloquent manner 
by the author.

The Financial Red Book of America. 
Most readers will probably agree with 
the publishers of The Financial Red Book 
of America that the (1903 edition of that 
publication is a work “‘wholly unique in 
its special fleld.'’" The volume which has 
just been issued is a compilation of the 
names of those individuals and large 
estates throughout the United States that 
are believed to be worth $300,000 and 
more. Although in the main filled with 
hard and dry facts, the pages of the vol- 
ume reveal something more than the 
merely material statement of America’s 
wonderful prosperity. About 15,000 
names have been collected as coming 
within the requirements of the work, and 
these are presented in attractive stylé and 
in a manner that makes them convenient 
for ready reference and frequeut use. The 
names are arranged alphabetigally, divid- 
ed by states and subdivided by cities and 
towns, and in a statistical sense they 
present a suggestive picture of the wide- 
spread opulence of the American people. 
Every one knows that a very consider- 
able proportion of the wealth of this 
country is concentrated in the east, and 
naturally in the large communities, Ney- 
ertheless, it is interesting to learn that, 
according to the information secured by 
the compiler of The Financial Red Book. 
and set forth on these pages, wealth is 
more widely distributed throughout the 
United States than is generally imagined. 
Every state in the union has its repre- 
sentatives in this volume, even though in 
the case of some of the smaller ard new- 
er commonwealths the individuals that 


have been discovered entitled to mention 
are comparatively few in number. 
furthermore the information presented 
clearly demonstrates the existence of @ 
considerable disposition among people of 
wealth to maintain their homes far distant 
from the great centers of population. 
The minor cities and towns ingluded are 
numerous, and even scores of places 
whose names are almost unknown to the 
general public, appear to have among 
their citizens one or more of the $300,000 
class. This showing also demonstrates 
that the possibilities of acquiring 4 hand- 
some competence are not limited to the 
more populous sections and the more ac- 
tive communities of the country.

History of Socialism in the United 
States. 


No student of affairs can fail to take 
a serious interest in Morris Hillquit’s 
timely book. While the author is a prom- 
inent member of the socialist party, and in 
marshaling hig facts and pginting his coim- 
ment displays personal conviction of the 
growing power and ultimate success of 
the movément, this conviction does not 
betray him into any unfair historical 
methods. Every position taken has be- 
nind it the authority of facts and fig- 
ures. He is, indeed, all the better his- 
torian for his loyalty to the movement, 
just as Mathew was the more fitted to 
tell the story of brave little Holland by 
his own unswerving faith in republican- 
ism. 

The “History of Socialism in the Dnit- 
ed States” has sociological as well as 
histOrica] value. It is divided into two 
parts, the first of which is an orderly 
digest of the voluminous and scattered 
historical material relative to the early 
“utopian” colonies in the United States. 
Chapter I treats of the sectarian com- 
munities—the Shakers, the Harmony So- 
ciety, Zoar, the Amana settlements, Beth- 
el and Aurora, and the Oneida cOmmuni- 
ty. In Chapter II the life and labors 
of Robert Owen are recounted, with clev- 
er application of his views to those of 
present socialism. The discussion of the 
Fourierist colonies of America, in Chap- 
ter LII, is even more important be- 
cause, though much had been written of 
them, the literary side was dwelt on to 
the exclusion of the economic phase. Yet 
the reader of Mr. Hillquit’s book will 
readily agree that the fantastic theories 
of Fourier, as put into practice at the 
Brook farm and other ‘“phalanxes,’’ would 
have been of equal interest and greater 
importance had they been carried out by 
Ordinary workmen instead of by dreaming 
poets and wool-gathering philosophers. 

In Chapter IV, a less known yet long- 
er lived movement than that inaugurated 
by Fourier is described. It is the icarian 
communism of another Frenchtman, 
Etienne Cabet, which took root in Tex- 
as, Illinois, Missouri and lowa half a 
century ago, and disappeared in the iast 
state aS late as 1895. 

Part Ill of the history treats of the 
“Moderon Movement,"’ whose essential 
characteristic is that of political organi- 
zation, internal and local at’ first, and 
then external and national in i\s nature, 
As described in Chapter I this move- 
ment was started by German emigrants, 
and we see it taking form in such organ- 
izations as Weiltman’s Working Men's 
League and the German Gymnastic un- 
jons. 

In Chapter II the spread of Marxian so- 
clalism and the anarchism of Bakounine, 
in connection with the labor union move- 
ment, is set forth. The fall of “the 
international association’’ and the rise 
from its ruins of the socialist labor par- 
ty are recounted. 

Chapter III deals with this party and 
the various labor movements which were 
its tributaries, its allies or its bitter foes. 
The effect upOn the party of great strikes 
is shown, and the complex internal re- 
lations and changing issues of the trade 
union movement are made clear to the 
reader. 

Chapter IV is concerned with the disin- 
tegration of the socialist labor party, and 
the comparatively reecnt establishment of 
the socialist party by the union ef the 
larger part of the Old organization with 
new socialistic elements such as. the 
Bellamy nationalists, the Christian social- 
ists, etc. The history ends with a re- 
port upon the thriving condition of the 
new party, which, in the author’s opinion, 
is destined to incorporate industrial dem- 
ocracy with the political democracy of 
the new world. 

The platforms of the socialist party 
and the socialist labor party are given 
in the appendix. The book is thorough- 
ly indexed.

Joy and Power. 


By Henry Van Dyke, D.D., author of 
“Ships and Havens.”” etc. Special type 
designs in two colors by the Merrymount 
Press.

Dr. Van Dyke has achieved eminence 
in three flelds, theology, literature and 
scholarship, and fruits from each field are 
present in this artistic volume from his 
pen. He entitles it “Three Messages with 
One Meaning,’ and says they were given 
not far apart in time, thouysh at some 
distance from one another in space. The 
one called “Joy and Power’ was delivered 
In Los Angeles, Cal., at the opening of 
the Presbyterian genera] assembly, May 
21, 1903. The one called ‘’The Battle of 
Life’’ was delivered on Baccalaureate 
Sunday at Princeton university, June 7. 
The one called ‘“‘The Good Old Way” was 
delivered on Baccalaureate Sunday at 
Harvard ubiversity June !4. Now that 
they are put together, the author sees 
that “they point in the same direction, 
urge the same course Of action, and ap- 


ing her 


peal to the same motive.”” And yet, be- 
ing a threefold discourse with one mean- 
ing. they gain in earnestness and power. 
They are, in brief, sincere exhortations 
to right living, to courage, to wisdom, 
and to the other attributes which go to 
make up the practical Christianity. Right 
is urged: for right’s sake, not because 


‘cf punishment or reward, but because it 


is right. The reward will then follow of 
itself in a perfected happiness. The tl- 
tle of the book betrays its wholesome 
optimism. 

The sermans deal, as the author states, 
with simple truths, but truths which we 
need often to heave brought to rem¢em- 
brance. They are marked by the clear- 
cut style and polished utterance for 
which Dr. Van Dyke is noted. The text 
is set in bold-faced type; printed in black 
and red, making a highly attractive gift 
book.

GOSSIP OF AUTHORS. 


Mrs: Mary Hunter Austin, author of 
“The Land of Little Rain,” was born in 
Carlinville, Ills., descended on her moth- 
er’s side from Me family of the cele- 


brated French chemist, Daguerre. Being 
born fortunately, as she says, before the 
flood of so-called’ children’s books, She 
began to be familiar with the Eng- 
lish classics as soon as she could read, 
and the study of these and an intimate 
acquaintance with nature occupied most 
of the years until the end of her univer- 
sity work. At that time very serious iIl- 
health drove her to California, ani a 
friendly destiny provided that she should 
settle in the new and untamed 
about the Sierra Nevadas and the desert 
edges. Although not yet 20, she had 
already made some preparation for fol- 
lowing the profession of teaching, and 
In the unconventiona] life. of mining 
towns and in the wickiups of the Indians 
found exceptional opportunities for push- 
investigations in child study. 
Mrs. Austin’s work in this direction met 
with instant recognition in her adopted 
state, and before long many excellent po- 
sitions were open to her, but by this 
time she discovered that she did not want 
them. Like most desert dwellers Mrs. 
Austin had come under the spell of mys- 
tery, and after teaching a short time in 
the Los Angeles norma! school. was giad 
to return to the Hife of the hills, and 
soon after began to devote herself se- 
riously to writing. Very early her work 
attracted attention’ in The Atlantic 
Monthly, St. Nicholas and The Youth's 
Companion. Most of the monthly mag- 
azines have published work of hers. All 
of her writing, Itke her life, deals with 
out-of-door things—nights' under the 
pines, long days’ watchings by water 
holes “to see the wild things drink,”’ 
breaking trail up new slopes, heat, cloud- 
bursts, snow, wild beast and mountain 
bloom, all equally delightful because un- 
derstood. She says she was only two 
months in writing “The Land of Little 
Rain,” and adds that she had spent 
twelve years peeking and prying about 
before she began the book. Her home 
is at Independence, where her husband 
is a government land agent. She has a 
house by the rill of Pine creek looking 
toward Kearsarge, and the sage brush 
grows up to her very doér. She is {air- 
ly on the edge of Death valley, and her 
companions are principally Piute Indians. 
She is a sort of friendly goddess of the 
earth to these Indian women, encourag- 
Ing them in the making of their beautt- 
ful baskets, and urging them to keep the 
old patterns, the old dyes, and the careinu) 
workmanship. Years ago she was 4 
g°0d shot, but as she grew more ac. 
quainted with the ways of the “wild 
folk” the thought of shooting them went 
against her conscience, and now she 
rarely uses a gun.. She has been writing 
only four or five years. 

Stewart Edwara White, author of “The 
Blazed Trail’ and “Conjuror’s House.” 
is now in New York working with Rob- 
ert Edeson, the actor, on the dramatiza- 
tion of the latter novel. Mr. Edeson will 
open the Hudson theater, which is now 
building, with “Conjurors House,” next 
January if the theater, as expected, is 
reddy by that time. ‘The star's part will 
be Ned Trent, the free trader, who defles 


the power of the Hudson Bay Company, | 


is captured by one of #s tyrannical fac- 
tors, and while a prisoner woos and 
wins the factor’s daughter.

Whatever may be the connection be- 
tween small handwriting and large bulk 
and intellect, the rule is well observed 
in the case of Charles Wagner, the au- 
thor of ‘‘The Simple Life” and “The Bet- 
ter Way."’ Mr. Wagner {s of generous 
proportions, towering far above the aver- 
age Frenchman in height, with shoulders 
and back broad enough for two ordinary 
men of his race. His arms are almost 
clublike and his legs thick and sturdy 
like the trunks of oak trees. This splen- 
did physique is the heritage of his youth- 
ful days spent climbing the mountains 
in the Vosges. Of the breadth and 
stature of the intellectual man, the doc- 
trines preached in his two recent books 
are ample evidence. But his handwrit- 
ingi It seems almost impossible that he 
could have achieved such microscopic 
minuteness without the aid of a glass, 
and it presents enormous difficulties to 
the reader. Mr. Wagner’s thought is 
quick, and his flying’ pen frequently has 
to skip and abbreviate-letters to keep 
up with it. The combination produces a 
chirography baffling even to the native 
Frenchman, and almost impossible to the 
foreigner who is lucky .enough to receive 
one of the author's charming letters.

This evening 
the traing bore them back, leaving behind 
the dead and injured. 

The wreck has been cleared away and 
traffic has been resumed. President Stone, 
of Perdue, has established headquarters 
here and is answering hundreds of anx- 
jous inquiries from all parts of the coun- 
try. The work of getting the home ad- 
dresses of the injured is difficult, as the 
only record ig the university register at 
Lafayette. 

After the announcement of the aban- 
donment of the game today it was sug- 
gested that the money collected on ad- 
vance sale be given to those families of 
the injured who happen to be in need.

It Was Removed at Post-mortem 
on Body of Youns

SENSATIONAL FACTS MAY 
BE BROUGHT 10 LIGHT 


Physicians Who D-agnosed Case of 
Miss Suttles’ Slayer Still Con- 
' fident That His Act Was 
That of an Irresponsible 
‘Pervert. 


At the consent of the members of Mil- 
lard Lee's family the brain of the yuuang 
man who was hanged on Friday for the 
murder of Miss Lila May §Suttles, was 
removed at a post-mortem made at the 
undertaking rooms of Hilburn & Poole. 

The brain was carefully removed by 
physicians who have given this particu- 
lar branch of practice their most careful 
study, and the examination willl be con- 
ducted with the utmost care. One of 
these experts who was present at the 
post-mortem said yesterday that the 
course of the examination would be most 
thorough and would probably take rome 
time. It is quite probable, too, that sev- 
eral expert alienists will be called in 
from various medical universities and in- 
Stitutions if anything is found to war- 
rant such a step. 

The physician: refused to state any- 
thing regarding the condition of the 
brain when it was removed. It was much 
too early, he insisted, to make a state- 
ment, although there were brains upon 
which a cursory examination showed at 
once unmistakable evidences of a Aisor- 
dered mind. Whether or not this was 
the case in the brain of Lee he refused 
to say. 

It will be remembered that during the 
trial of the young man for murder .here 
was a difference of opinion in regard to 
his sanity and mental condition. Those 
who testified that he was mentally de- 
ranged remained steadfast in their con- 
vietion until the last, notwithstanding 
the verdict of the jury. 

One physician said that if certain evi- 
dences were found in.the examination of 
the brain pointing to insanity, such a 
finding would undoubtedly have great 
weight in the matter of expert testimony 
offered in future trials of a similar na- 
ture. 

Thinks He Was Deranged. 

Still another interested physician in the 
case had this to say: 

“The article in The Constitution: this 
morning was a most able one. To my 
mind the deduction was entirely correct. 
It seems to me that all of the eviuence 
points to the fact that Lee was not men- 
tally responsible and either did not or 
could not appreciate. elther the enormity 
of his crime or the method of his punish- 
mént. 

“T saw the bo@y of Lee after the nang 
ing, and his dying expression could not 
have been more happy if he had died In 
his bed surrounded by his loved ones 
and under religious Influences. Such an 
expression is not a natural one for a 
man who dies on the gallows, where the 
last moments of strangulation are those 
of torture. 

“But Lee’s last thoughts were thuse 
of a happy person if the evidence of a 
smile counts for anything, for it was 
with a smile on his face that I saw him 
after his body was taken from the scaf- 
fold. 

“Then the article in The Constitution 
with the passages he marked in his Bible 
all tend to prove that he was not capa- 
ble of appreciating either the crime or 
the punishment. If he was a pervert, 
as that evidence seemed to show, then 
he was not resporsible. And if this was 
the case, then the hanging was a method 
of getting rid of a man who was a 
menace to society, although he was not 
himself morally responsible for the ac- 
tions dictated by a disordered brain. 

“To the ordinary laity perhaps it may 
seem necessary that a man who is in- 
sane should move about on all fours or 
do something equally abnormal. But 
such is not the case. Some of the most 
violent and dangerous of lunatics have 
the most quiet and rational appearance. 

“T visited Lee in his cell and to me the 
man showed every symptom of a de- 
ranged mind. Even his temperature and 
pulse were very far from normal. Yes, 
a deranged mind, of course, affects the 
physical body in just this way. 

“Then I learned, too, from his state- 
ment in the jail that he was often mo- 
rose and sometimes violent, so violent 
that the keepee was afraid to go in to 
him and warned me of my danger in do- 
ing go. One thing you may be very 
sure that the examination of Millard 
Lee's brain will be followed with the 
greatest interest by all members of the 
profession and it is, of course, at least 
possible that something along the line 
of sensational evidence may develop, 

“Certainly from a psychological point

As is well 
known, Mukden is the capital of Man- 
churia, and, as equally well known, Rus- 
sia still maintains her forces in Man- 
churia, including, presumably, the cap- 
ital, Mukden. It is, therefore, somewhat. 
misleading to refer to the ‘reoccupation’ 
of Mukden, and I am quite sure the situ- 
ation will not have a serious aspect when 
the facts are known and understood.’’ 

The ambassador expects to sail from 
Cherbourg for New York next Wednes- 
day.

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Steam Without Boilers. 
(From The New York Herald.) 

South Bend, Ind.—Scfentists and engi- 
neers declare that through an invention 
by F. 8. Smith, of this place, the engi- 
neering world is to be revolutionized and 
in future engines will not require boilers 
to generate steam, Instead they will be 
supplied with the steam generator. 

Smith’s invention has been completed 
within Two months and the United States 
patent office has allowed seventeen out 
of nineteen claims made by the inventor. 
The invention is the work of four years. 
Every expert who has seen the generator 
tested is enthusiastic in declaring the prin- 
ciple to be the mechanical discovery of a 
century. The advantages claimed for the 
invention are that jit is non-exploding and 
simple to operate. In the instantaneous 
vaporization of water, whereby the fluid 
is flashed into steam, the generator has 
decided advantages over the present 
steam engine. 

In contrast with boilers, 
does away with safety valves, steam 
gauges and water glasses. There is no 
storage of steam, as every Ounce is used 
as fast as it is generated. Another ad- 
vantage over the boiler is that Smith's 
device is compact and requires less fhan 
half the amount of space.

The Constitution is fully aware of 
the public interest taken in the work 
of the school. It receives countless 
letters inquiring about its work and 
prospects from the economic point of 
view. It is worth while, then, to know 
and to tell to all these readers of The 
Constitution exactly what is happen- 
ing at Tuskegee, how the work is be- 
ing done and what effects are being 
secured. 

Booker Washington had his work 
laid out for him by two men of the 
opposite races—Judge Campbell] being 
a noble representative of the domi- 
nant white men of th. south and Lewis 
Adams being an earnest colored man 

of excellent character and intelligence, 
who wished to help the practical inter- 
ests of his race. The principle on 
which they cooperated was that an 
educated, trained and soberminded 
working negro is more valuable to him- 
self and to his environment than any 
ignorant, helpless and vagrant negro. 
The work at Tuskegee is demonstrat- 
ing every day that this principle is as 
axiomatic ag that che earth revolves 
diurnally on its axis. 

Booker Washington is a sane, 5Se- 
rious and sufficient man for the life- 
work in which he is engaged. In part 
he is an official member of the state 
schoo] system, receiving and using 
state funds. He is not running a fad 
schoo] for the gushing enthusiasm of 
fanatics. Fairly every dollar con- 
tributed to build the Tuskegee insti- 
tute into the magnificent proportions 
and power it now has was donated by 
serious, wealthy business people north 
and south, who have no wild notions 
about the negro issues. They have 
been wiiling to help an enterprise that 
has approved itself as a wise and ca- 
pable one to spread among the negro 
race in the south the gospel of hon- 
esty, contented work and self-utility 
in labors that make for community, 
state and national welfare. 

Ignorance needs a master and is in 
itself the full argument for slavery. 
Education makes for self-mastery and 
the increment of civilizing forces that

The square and sensible thing for 
every man to do who is interested in 
the safe and profitable future of the 
south is to encourage that practical 
education of the negro that will fit 
and inspire him for useful and creative 
service for the general welfare. How 
persistently. and how well Booker 
Washington is devoting himself and 
the great school his wisdom has cre- 
ated is told in graphic but provable 
terms, and informingly illustrated, in 
the spectal article The Constitution 
prints this morning. 
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The City Milk Supply. 
The publication yesterday of the re- 


sults of a partial investigation by the 
city milk inspector, giving the names 
of the milk dealers who maintain dirty 
dairies and use filthy methods of han- 
dling their product, has again aroused 
interest and indignation. 

The necessity for a clean and pure 
milk supply for the city needs no argu- 
ment. The best reason for insistence 
upon it is found in the reduction of 
the rate of infant mortality since the 
last publicity given to dairy conditions 
and the improved methods. then 
adopted by many of our local milk pur- 
veyors. 

Milk is a notorious absorber and dis- 
tributor of insidious disease germs. 
Therefore the people demand safe milk 
—and they must have it. Publicity 
must be ruthlessly given to the names 
of all who produce impure milk for 
sale in the city. That is a great cor- 
rector of the abuse. but more must be 
done. 


Whenever a milkman is found main- 
taining a dirty dairy and selling filthy 
milk his license should be immediate- 
ly suspended until he corrects the evil 
conditions of his dairy. The suspen- 
sion will afford him the time that he 
now lacks for that purpose. When he 
has put his cows, stables, water sup- 
ply, milk vats, cans and bottles in a 
condition to be approved by the offi- 
cial inspector, the suspension can be 
canceled and he can return to busi- 
ness. 

These are the right and effective 
remedies to apply to people who wil- 
fully imperil the lives of our citizens. 
The council should not hesitate an 
hour in applying them. 
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Gorman and the Race Issue. 

The bitter criticisms launched against 
Senator Gorman for combatting illit- 
erate negro guffrage and republican 
supremacy in Maryland by the power 
of negro drilled an bossed voters is 
not well taken. Even republican poli- 
ticilans and newspapers might more 
sensibly have left that question to 
work itself out in state politics alone, 

Senator Gorman as a senator has to 
deal with the uncalled for endeavors 
of President Roosevelt to impose ne- 
gro officials upon white southern com- 
munities whose unanimous voice is 
against the policy and the negro used 
by the president to enforce it. Sena- 
tor Gorman as leader of the Maryland 
white majority has to deal with the 
endeavor of the president to dictate 
political results in Maryland in order 
to get to himself the assumed indorse- 
ment of a border state for his negro 
policy. 

Senator Gorman did right to accept 
the challenge presented to the white 
people, not alone of Maryland, but of 
the entire nation, and to raise against 
it the banner of “White Supremacy in 
an Anglo-Saxon Nation!” 

It matters not how angrily the repub. 
lican papers froth at the mouth about 
Senator Gorman’s utterances and ef- 
forts. They may threaten a solid ne- 
grophile north and intimate what dire 
things they will do to the south, as 
per The Springfield Republican, if we 
refuse to allow the venal and irrespon- 
sible negro voters of the south to re- 
new upon us the carpetbag and public 
plunder regime of thirty years ago. 
Neither Satan nor the republican party 
can do us a worse evil than to restore 
those conditions of anarchy and ras- 
cality, but both of them united are 
powerless to reproduce them. The 
south will never again be ruled by 
negro voters. That political fact is as 
sure as the law’ of gravitation. The 
republican party can put that in its 
pipe and smoke it with whatever com- 
fort it can, for it is everlasting truth. 

Sooner or later, as Senator Gorman 
shows, this question of the presence in 
our American electorates of a class of 
voters who can always be bought at 
bargain rates by corrupt white parti- 
sans must be settled. That class is 
equally dangerous as a balance of pow- 
er as when it is a majority. An honest 
party cannot buy their aid and a dis- 
honest party will do so when it can 
win by their purchase. The fight 
against negro suffrage is to eliminate 
that dangerous element from our poll- 
tics. White men elected by their pow- 
er, who could not be elected without 
it, represent negro supremacy and not 
white supremacy. The republican gov- 
ernor of Maryland, elected solely be- 
cause he gets the negro vote, is a 
negro governor and in no honest sense 
a representative governor of the vast 
white majority of the state’s people. 

And if the republicans desire to take 
up the Gorman anti-negro-rule fight in 
Maryland and magnify it into a na- 
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| politicians and a 


tional issue next year, the democrats 
of the country will be as ready to rest 
the presidential contest on that ques- 
tion of white supremacy in American 
government as the negrophilist repub- 
licans of the north profess to be. 

In such a national debate the masses 
of the north and the negroes of the 
south would get the long-delayed eye- 
opening to the hypocrisy of republican 
dealings with the negro question, and 
then the scenes of Pana, Verdim, 
Evansville and Connellsville would be- 
come daily bloodfests in the north. 

The negro would learn that the 
“equality” offered him is the equality 
of windy words and not of opportunity 
and work. He would learn what every 
sensible man, white or black, north or 
south, knows now, that the negro'’s 
best friends are the southern people, 
who give them education, equal rights 
in the fields of labor and honest help 
and sympathy in their economic eh- 
deavors. These things, more valuable 
to him than anything ever bestowed 
upon him by the republican party, 
would be jeopardized, in all probabil- 
ity, in tne conflict of policies that repub- 
licans threaten to invite in the negro’s 
name, but not for his benefit. 

The Constitution is as well con- 
vinced as it is of any fact that the 
north, especially its laboring classes, 
cannot be made solid and content with 
any settlement of that question short 
of a verdict for white supremacy. The 
racial instincts of the white blood in 
the north, except with a few fanatical 
few fool philan- 
thropists of the abolition school, will 
control in the north as it does in the 
south. On the direct issue of negro 
equality the majority of the northern 
voters would range their states in the 
white column. 

The Constitution would prefer not to 
have the president and his party force 
this question into the national arena. 
It is a good time and a good issue for 
them to employ their doctrine of “let 
it alone.” But if they will not, then 
let the fight come quickly and let the 
world know whether this is an Anglo- 
Saxon or an Afro-American nation. 
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Our Men in Congress. 

The times are electric with the 
presages of coming events of great na- 
tional importance. The special and 
extra sessions of congress soon to 
convene are certain to afford discus- 
Sions and deeds of vital moment in 
the future. It is to congratulate our- 
selves, then, that Georgia, first of all, 
has in the capital wings men of expe- 
rience, abilities and strong convic- 
tions upon issues that only statesmen- 
like men can grasp and handle. 

Our senators do not need to show 
to their colleagues “the bush on which 
the ‘possum grew” in order to prove 
their Georgia succession to senatorial 
abilities. Senator Bacon is applauded 
on both sides of the chamber as a man 
of strong legal: acumen, of industrious 
study of public problems and a fencer 
in debate worthy of. the steel of the 
oldest and most practited of the party 
gladiators. Senator Clay has impress- 
ed himself upon the regard of the sen- 
ate as one of the soundest reasoners 
on public questions in that body. His 
Speech against the ship subsidy bill 
was an amazing display of technical 
probing of the scheme and its strong 
presentatioh gave more trouble to the 
ocean marine grafters than any other 
utterance in the senate. Both are men 
in every way satisfactory to the Geor- 
gia sense of the statesmanship she 
needs in the senate. 

The members of the Georgia dele- 
gation in the house of representatives 
typify all grades of experience in leg- 
islation and all evolutions of public 
opinion in the state. 

Rufus IE. Lester, of the Savannah 
district, is one of the oldest class of 
congressmen, entering now on his 
eighth term, a splendid parliamenta- 
rian and a strong standby for southern 
interests in the committee on rivers 
and harbors. 

James M. Griggs, of the second, 
chairman of the congressional demo- 
cratic campaign committee, is one of 
the most respected and nationally hon- 
ored men in the house. 

The third district gives the country 
an able financial authority and strong 
legislator in the person of Congress- 
man Lewis. 

From the fourth we have William 
Charles Adamson, lawyer, wit and 
statesman, always -actively “doing 
something for Georgia and the south.” 

Uncle Lon Livingston is entering 
on his seventh term as representative 
of the fifth district. He is the reliance 
of southern interests that depend upon 
appropriations, since he is the dem- 
ocratic leader in that most important 
committee. 

Judge Bartlett ably represents the 
Sixth district. His judicial and polit- 
ical abilities are second to none in the 
great body and he has frequently made 
his personal impresg upon national leg- 
islation. 

Hen. John W. Maddox, of the sev- 
enth, is a wheel-horse in the demo- 
cratic work of congress. He carries 
into that body the vid-time sternness 
of honesty and chivalry and is a fa- 
vorite with both sets of partisans. 

Congressman Howard, of the eighth, 
has grown without ceasing in influ- 
ence since he entered congress and is 
recognized as a forceful champion of 
the great principles of democracy as 
involved in the operations of. govern- 
ment, 

Farish Carter Tate, although he 
hails from the mountains, is one of 
“the rulers of the nation’s navee” on 
the naval committee. His work in con- 
gress has been laborious and excellent 
and has the appreciation of his col- 
leagues of both parties. 

Thomas W. Hardwick, of the tenth, 
is at the first of his congressional ca- 
reer, but if his future is judged by his 
past in Georgia legislation, he will lag 
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cess in the greater arena he 1s enter- 
ing. 

Hon. Willian. G. Brantley, of the 
eleventh district, needs no praise in 
mere words. His services are distin- 
guished by their practical results to 
. his own people, while he answers to 
every roll call for the defense of pop- 
ular rights and interests. 

With such men in the halls of the 
national legislature, Georgia proudly 
meets her sister states and points with 
just pride to their characters and 
achievements. Her interests and the 
general welfare are safe in the hands 
of these representatives of the wisdom, 
justice and moderation of Georgia con- 
stituencies.

With little expenses for 
terracing, the farms are being made the 
superior of any of the state. While very 
fertile, the lands south of Macon, except 
those adjacent to the rivers, are ‘soggy’ 
and the yield, while large, has never the 
quality attained by Macon county prod- 
uet. Macon county cotton grades 20 per 
cent better than the Thomag county up- 
band variety. 

Resources. 

The principal crops of the county for 
which Montezuma furnishes a market are 
corn, yielding 10 to 30 bushels to the 
acre; wheat, 6 to 8 bushels; oats, 10 to 20 
bushels; peanuts, 16 to 20 bushels; Irish 
and sweet potatoes, 75 to 100 bushels; 
seed cotton, 500 to 1,000 pounds. 

There are about 300 sheep with a clip 
of 700 pounds; 5,000 wattle with a butter 
and milk supply worth in the aggregate 
$10,000, and more tfhian 12,000 swine or 
hogs in the county at the present time, 
and the hard woods of every variety with 
the county's agricultural resources fur- 
nish an unlimited fleld for business and 
contented and peaceful residence. 

The river swamp adjacent to Montezuma 
abounds in oak, maple, poplar and elm, 
from which is obtained the material used 
in the manufacture of crates for the 
fruits raised in the county. 

The area of the county is 392 square 
miles, or 250,880 acres. The population

Comment on Bank Statement. 

New York, October 31.—The New York 
Financier this week Says: 

‘“('nusual interest was manifested On 
Saturday in the disclosures of the offi- 
cial statement of the New York Aasso- 
ciated banks because of the record break- 
ing withdrawals from those institutions of 
money through treasury transfer, and 
also by direct shipments to St. Louis 
,Chicago and New Orleans, these amount- 
ing as estimated from the traceable move- 
ments during the week, to $13,663,000, 
The statement showed, however, a de- 
crease of but 338.694,800 cash, while the 
estimates indicated a net loss on all 
movements of $15,340,000. The discrep- 
ancy between the actual loss, as shown 
by the statement and the estimated loss, 
may be explained. by the operation of the 
average system. The movement of money 
to St. Louis into Chicago was almost 
wholly confined to the early part of the 
week and the avérage for the three days 
call but for but one-half of the 
$10,800,000 sent to these two cities, or 
$5,400,000. The movement to New Or- 
leans was also largest early in the week 
and the average would reduce the $3.150.- 
000 forwarded to that center to about 
$1,500,000, making the average outgo for 
the week $7,000,000.

some quarters, The indulgence of thar 
expectation last fall proved costly to a 
large speculative element in the stock 
market, and the memory of last fall's 
experiences begets a spirit of caution. 
The spirit of distrust of banking insti 
tutions revealed by the St. Louis epi- 
sode has induced a conservatism in the 
banking world in general and a disposi- 
tion to conserve reserves. The effect 
Oo: these factors has been a rise in the 
local rates for both money on call and 
on time. But the further effect has 
been a precipitate break in the rates of 
foreign exchange to near the gold import 
point, which has spread the pressure of 
the situation into foreign money markets.

No urgent liqul- 
dation has been in evidence, and the 
opinion is held that the long liquidation 
in the stock market has been in antici- 
pation of present and possibly future 
conditions during the tfme when com- 
nlaint was made that Wall street was 
the only blue spot In the country. The 
hope that the necessary liquidation in 
the stock market is over checked opera- 
tions for a further decline. There is no 
plain evidence that any investment de- 
mand for stocks has yet developed. Some 
complaint is heard of the manipulative 
character of occasional advances in 
prices. But this, if true, does not detract 
from their evidence of an improved spec- 
ulative sentiment and of the cessation of 
pressure to liquidate, which defeated all 
manipulative efforts to advance prices 
for a long time. Many high grade in- 
active stocks were sold down under 
forced liquidation of smal] lots to prices 
which offered no Mdications of the value 
set upon them by investors or of the 
figure at which investors were willing 
ty part with them unless forced to do 
so by need of funds in hand. Some of 
the correspondingly wide recoveries in 
such stocks are hardly evidence of a re 
newed absorption for investment, but 
may represent a process of bidding up 
by market managers when unopposed by 
offers to sell for the purpose of rectify- 
ing market quotations and Improving 
the acceptability of securities as col- 
lateral. 

The rise in money rates has halted the 
investment absorption of bonds, but has 
caused limited reaction in prices. jond 
houses report a good inquiry and an ex- 
pectation that the falling off in busi- 
ness activity will lead to some accumt- 
lation of idle capital within a short time 
and a demand for safe investment in 
mortgage securities. The purchase of 
some $25,000,000 of bonds of subsiciary 
companies of the Pennsylvania company 
by bankers was the event of the week 
in the bond market And regarded as evi- 
dence of the revived market for bonds.

FINALLY STANDS COMPLETE

HE beautiful Winnle Davis memo- 


rial hall was formally presented to 
the state of Georgia in trust for 


the University of Georgia on Friday in 
Athens, to be used as a dormitory at the 
State Normal sehool for the daught¢ts 
of confederate veterans. ‘This marks the 
completion of a noble work by the Geor- 
Daughters of the Confederacy, and 
gives to the state a noble monument to 
that beloved daughter of the south, Win- 
nie Davis, lovingly claimed as the daugh- 
ter of the confederacy and beloved 
all southerners as the child of their hon- 
ored chieftain, Jefferson Davis, It stands 
as a testimonial to the generous hearted, 
patriotic women of Georgia, who have 
worked so long and so enthusiastically 
for this splendid edifice. 

The building is a beautiful one, typical 
of all the elegance and dignity and sim- 
plicity so characteristic of the south. It 
is a pure colonial type, three stories high, 
of magnificent proportions, great broad 
spacious halls, with a col- 
mnade whose elegant columns bespeak 
Strength and sympathy and aspiration. 
There are thirty rooms, airy and large,

veranda and 


all finished in native Georgia woods. It 


is an old-time southern mansion, and in 
itself embodies the story of a _ people, 
whose passionate ideal is love of home 
and country. The descendants of con- 
federate veterans who shall find a home 
during their school years within its walls 
will catch the spirfZ of the old-time con- 
federate, his devotioh to truth, his splen- 
did ideals, and, breathe in the devotion 
of the women of @§e south to its sacred 
past. 

It was fitting that a kinsman Of a be- 
loved southern general, whose life was 
So intertwined with all that was holiest 
and loftiest in the history of Georgia 
should have been the inspiration and in- 
strument in the building of this monu- 
ment to the south. This kinsman was 
Miss Mildred Lewis Rutherford, presi- 
dent of the Daughters of the Confederacy 
of Georgia, who suggested that the mon- 
ument to Winnie Dayis take the form of 


a building for the education of the 
daughters of confederate veterans. and 


today marks the completion of her labors 
on its behalf, a proud triumph, and a 
monument to her energy and ability and 
splendid enthusiasm. On her rested the 
responsibility of directing the work, of 
making quick decisions and plans, of as- 


suming heavy financial obligations, of 
arousing interest and encouraging the 
faint-hearted. Burdened with the re- 


sponsibilities of Lucy Cobb institute, as 
president, she yet consented to assume 
the presidency of the Daughters of the 
Confederacy last year again, that she 
might carry on this work to a success- 
ful completion. And how faithfully and 
ably she wrought is told in all the en- 
during eloquence of massive walls up- 
reared, of a splendid building completed 
and paid for. The regret was universal 
that she was far away Peyond the seas 
at this time, and that the occasion was 
without the magnetism and inspiration 
of her noble presence, to witness this 
which must be the sweetest and most 
cherished achievement of her life. To 
all Georgians it 1s a beautiful star in 
her glory of educational deeds for the 
youth of Georgia. 

Soon after the death of Winnie Davis 
the Georgia Daughters met in Rome, and 
there came the suggestion, a cherished 
wish, from Mrs. James A. Rounsaville, 
the president at that time, that the Geor- 
Sia division erect a suitable monument 
to Winnie Davis. The idea as presented 
by this beloved and patriotic daughter of 
Rome and Georgia, aroused enthusiasm 
immediately. One plan after another 
was discussed, when Miss Rutherford 
begged the convention to appoint a com- 
mittee and take more time to deliberate 
upon the shape that the monument 
should take. When the convention met 
the next year in Athens the decision was 
unanimous to erect a building on the 
grounds of the State Normal school for 
the daughters of confederate veterans. 
Committees were appointed and plans 
were s00n submitted. The work of rais- 
ing funds began at once, and the sioryv 
of those days and months and years 
of work for the means to build it is one 
known in every hamlet in Georgia. How 
faithfully the chairmen of congressional! 
districts worked for funds and their 
splendid results ig known to all. Their 
names are familiar. And the faithful 
Service of the building committee, who 
met always promptly and whose aid and 
encouragement and faithfulness made 
the work possible. 

The untiring geal and energy of the 
treasurer of the Winnie Davis memoria! 
will always furnish a part of the story 
of the hall—patient, ever-considerate, 
hopeful, devoted heart and soul to the 
cause, Mrs, Ida Evans Eve, of Augusta. 
When the teorgia Daughters had done 
all that could be done, and found them- 
selves facing an  eight-thousand-dollar 
Obligation due in a few weeks, with no 
funds available to meet it, they turned 
to the legislature for assistance. A six- 
thousand-dollar appropriation, the amount 
asked for, was voted almost unanimously 
by senate and house, in recognition of 
the self-sacrificing work of the women 
of Georgia. This appropriatiog request 
was decided upon by Miss Rutherford 
and Mrs. Eve as the wisest plan to raise 
the money, and the Hon. Pleasant A. 
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MISS MILDRED RUTHERFORD, OF ATHENS. 
Whose Untiring Labors for the Winnie Davis Memorial Hall Have 
Endeated Her to All Georgia Daughters of the Confederacy. 
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Stovall, of Chatham, carried the bill 
through with brilliant success. He was 
warmly assisted by Hon, Tom Shackel- 
ford, of Clark, and Hon. Joe Hall, of 
Bibb, and Murphey Candler, of DeKalb. 
The. receiving of this appropriation was 
due in large measure to the assistance of 
Mrs. Eve, who stayed in Atlanta a month, 
meeting personally the members of the 
legislature and presenting to them in her 
own characteristic way of earnestness, 
sincerity and frankness the claims of the 


by | 


hall. There was no Georgian whose love 
of chivalry, womanliness and justice 
| could withstand that plea, and the legis- 
| lative appropriation was a foregone con- 
clusion. It was received with deep grati- 
| tude by the Daughters and all devoted to 
educational interests in Georgia. 

Another beautiful feature of the bulld- 
ing of these walls was the assistance of 
the general education board. Meeting in 


Athens last year, they recognized the 
loftiness of purpose displayed in this 
| work, the pure patriotism and exalted 


sentiment transmuted into action for the 
education of the children of Georgia’y 
Veterans, that they might in turn carry 
the gospel of education into every hamlet 
in the state, and perpetuate the devotforf 
to principle and love of country that has 
been the crowning glory of the loyal 
southron. They asked to join in the work 
of building this monument to the lovely 
young daughter of the confederacy, and 
Presented the Daughters with $4,500. 
Great regret was expressed that the 
board could not be represented on ahe 
occasion of the presentation exercises to 
the states Letters of congratulation were 
received and read from the board. 

The original] plan was to erect a build- 
ing costing $15,000. The contractor, Mr. 
Choate, in endeavoring to carry out all 
the suggestions and wishes of the build- 
ing committee, submitted plans calling 
for $7,500 more than the original esti- 
mate. Miss Rutherford was unable to 
get her committee together, as the con- 
tractor had but a few hours in which the 
conxact must be signed. She assumed 
the responsibility, and also the entire 
financial obligation, and personaily order- 


ed the contract accepted, signed it and 
stood for the additional $7,000 When 
this action was communicated to the 


committee it was heartily indorsed, and 


Miss Rutherford has been abundantly 
rewarded, by securing to the State a 
building with one-third more than the 


original contemplated capacity, and with 
the entire obligation to-the contractors 
met, as well as that to the gifted archi- 
tect, Mr. Choate, whose generosity and 
helpfulness the ladies so much appreciate. 

The building is furnished throughout 
with uniform furniture of exquisite taste 
and strong design. This has been done 
at an expense of $1,600, which the chap- 
ters are now meeting by many taking a 
room each to furnish, and claim for the 
children of veterans from their respective 
towns. The infirmary will be equipped 
by Mrs, A. O. Harper, of Elberton, as a 
memorial to her father, Dr. Crawford 
Long, of Athens, the famous discoverer 
of anaesthesia. The reception hall has 
been beautifully furnished by Mrs. A. kK. 
Crawford's Children of the Confederacy 
of Athens, and the library will be equip- 
ped by the Young Woman's Coristian As- 
sociation of the State Normal school. 

The programme of presentation Was 
presided over by Mrs. James A. Rounsa- 
ville, president of the United Daughters 
of the Confederacy, who first inspired the 
idea and purpose of a monument to Win- 
hie Davis. She had the proud satisfac- 
tion of seeing her ideal thus gloriously 
realized, and. her splendid labors for its 
completion thus crowned. 


After completing her term as presi- 
dent of the Georgia daughters, Mrs. 
Rounsaville still bent all her brilliant 


energies to the success of this work, and 
as a Valued leader in the work of the 
bul-ding committee, gave that service 
that has been of the highest value in 
furthering the completion of the hall, 

Her wise counse] and personal assist- 
arce have been ever realy and helpful. 

Beautiful words of welcome were ex- 
tended by President Branson. 

Mrs. Rounsaville presented the deed of 
gift to Chancellor Hill for the state in 
strong and gracefu]) words, who in re- 
turn received it with an eloquent ad- 
dress. He wag followed by Hon. P. A. 
Stovall, Hon. Joe Hall and Hon. Murphey 
Candler, and Hon. Tom Shackelford, who 
made addresses. Addresses were made 
also by Mrs. Ida Evans Eve, Judge Al- 
bert Mitchell, for the veterans, and Hon. 
T. W. Reed for the Sons of Veterans, 
The exercises were opened with prayer 
by Dr. I. 8S. hopkins, and were closed 
with the doxology. The visitors were 
then served with lunch by the cooking 
schoo] of the State Normal school, and 
afterward inspected the Winnie Davis 
hall, meeting the young ladies who were 
already domiciled in their beautiful rooms 
and whose words of gratitude were the 
Sweetest music that could close the day.

The 
children with fair hair and skin are, 
of course, Spanish creoles, but when 
they grow up they are as much Fil- 
pinos as their darker brothers; just as 
patriotic; just as firm in the belief 
that these islands constitute the most 
beautiful country on earth, and the 
only one really worth considering, 
politically and geographically.

There are as many, if not more, ways 
of cooking and serving apples. 


From early autumn until fate 
spring the after-dinner fruit dish 
should never ‘be. without apples. A 
good, juicy, tart apple, with cheese 


a plate of baked apples and a glass of 
milk, or a couple of raw apples, better 
than all the heavy dishes generally 
served. 

Apple sauce is an indispensable ac- 


companiment to many of the autumn 


roasts, such as roast chicken, roast 
duck, roast gosling and roast loin of 
pork. Never flavor apple sauce. Peel 
as many sour apples as are required. 
Quarter and core them. Put them in 
an agate or enamelled saucepan over 
the fire, with enough cold water to 
keep them from sticking to the bottom

of the pan, cover them, and let them 


sugar to sweeten slightly, just a sug- 
gestion of salt, and about three table- 
spoonfuls of boiling water to a pint 
of apple sauce. 

As soon as the sugar is thoroughly 
dissolved, turn the apple sauce into a 
colander over a bow! and press it all 
through. Stand it aside to cool, and 
when cool put it in the refrigerator 
till ready for use. 

Stewed apples are delicious for 
breakfast, tea or luncheon. To pre- 
pare them, peel and cut the apples in 
quarters. Put them in a satcepan 
over the fire, with enough cold water 
to cover them to a quarter of their 
depth. Cover the pan and let the 


turb them while cooking. When the 
apples look clear, carefully sprinkle 
enough sugar over them to sweeten 
palatably, leaving them still on the 
stove. When the sugar is melted and 
all dissolved into the apples, carefully 
remove the saucepan from the fire and 
let the apples cool in the pan. When 
perfectly cool, pour the stewed ap- 
ples into a glass dish, being careful 
not to break or mess the fruit. Each 
piece should be whole. 

The baking of apples so that they 
make an attractive as well as a pala- 
table dish is a fine art. Take fine large 
apples that are not over ripe, leave the 
peels on them, and remove the cores
